Arab kills 3 Jews in Israeli neighborhood 


JERUSALEM — An Arab laborer shouting “God is Great!” stabbed three 
Israelis to death Sunday as he rampaged through a Jewish neighborhood, 
apparently seeking revenge for the Temple Mount killings, police said. 

One victim managed to shoot and wound the attacker, who was then seized 
by furious residents, ending the rampage in the Baka area of southern 
Jerusalem, police said. 

The attack inflamed tensions in the capital and brought in a stream of police 
reinforcements as vengeance-seeking Jews took briefly to the streets. 

Police spokesman Aharon Elchayani said his forces would bar Arabs from 
traveling into Jerusalem on Monday. 

Two Palestinian factions claimed responsibility for Sunday’s attack, but 
police said they believed the assailant acted alone. The suspect was identified 
as Omar Abu Sirhan, a 19-year-old Arab laborer from the village of Ubbadiyeh 
in the occupied West Bank. Police said his motive apparently was revenge for 
the Oct. 8 blood bath on the Temple Mount, in which Israeli police fired at 
stone-throwing Palestinians, killing at least 19 of them. 

Avi Cohen, the officer leading the interrogation, said the attacker seemed to 
have chosen his victims at random. He said Abu Sirhan had no known criminal 
background. 

Israel television showed scenes of Abu Sirhan being led down a corridor by 
police. He wore a bloodstained hospital smock, his head and leg were bandaged 
and his ankles were chained. Shouting “Allahu Akbar” — Arabic for “God Is 
Great” — the attacker killed an 18-year-old woman soldier, a 43-year-old 
garden nursery owner and a 28-year-old member of an elite police anti-terror- 
ism unit, police said.

No further details on the reasons for the leave were available, said William 
Murdoch, KSL executive vice president and general manager. 

Kinard’s status as the voice of the Mormon Tabernacle Choir’s “Music and 
the Spoken Word” program remains undetermined. KSL weatherman Kent 
Norton will provide narration for this Sunday’s broadcast, and an announce- 
ment on Kinard’s future with the program is expected next week. 

At KSL, Lee Roderick will become acting news-public affairs director with 
anchorman Bruce Lindsay working with him as acting managing editor.

WASHINGTON — Bush administration officials left deficit-reduction ne- 


gotiations Sunday, complaining that Democrats were divided over a Republi-

The setback in efforts to work out a compromise $250-billion package of tax 
increases and spending cuts came late on a weekend in which the two sides 
seemed to be moving toward each other on ways to boost taxes on the richest 
Americans. 

“We're not going to negotiate with Democrats who can’t come to an agree- 
ment among themselves,” said White House Chief of Staff John Sununu as he 
left the Capitol with White House Budget Chief Richard Darman and Trea- 
sury Secretary Nicholas Brady. “This was a great offer.” 

Bush administration officials pushed a plan, first floated late Saturday, to 
boost the income-tax rate:on the richest taxpayers from 28 percent to 31 
percent.

U.S. ship fires warning at Iraqi tanker 


AU:.S. destroyer in the Persian Gulf on Sunday was tracking an Iraqi vessel 

. that defied two warning shots and tried to elude U.S. warships, U.S. military 
officials in Saudi Arabia said. 

Pentagon spokesman Lt. Col. Steve Roy confirmed the incident and said 


that in about a dozen cases, U.S. ships have fired warning shots to enforce 


U.N. trade sanctions on Iraq. 

The U.S. destroyer O’Brien fired two shots across the bow of the al-Bahar 
al-Arabi after the ship did not answer its radio and ignored commands to stop, 
Roy said. 

The Iraqi vessel was intercepted and boarded, then permitted to proceed, 
Roy said. 

U.S. military sources in Dahran, Saudi Arabia, said the ship was headed for 
Aden, Yemen, and was being tracked by Italian and U.S. warships.

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Provo man shot in deer-hunting accident 


GARFIELD COUNTY — Law enforcement authorities were seeking a 
teen-aged hunter for questioning after a 26-year-old Provo man was shot 
through the leg in northwest Garfield County. 

Paul S. Bowman was in good condition after being admitted to Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center in Provo. 

Sheriff Than Cooper said officers are seeking a 14- to 18-year-old male or 
female with long blond hair. Bowman was shot from a distance of about 50 
yards, but the rifle bullet passed through his thigh without hitting a bone or 
artery, the sheriff said. 

Cooper said the Saturday afternoon shooting appeared to have been acci- 
dental. The young hunter ran off when Bowman cried out, “You hit me; you’d 
better watch where you're shooting.” 

Bowman was transported by four-wheel drive vehicle from the rugged 
terrain where he had been hunting to a point two miles from Antimony, where 
he was met by the Piute County ambulance.

percent of total daily calories, New- 
man said. 

Figuring the percentage of fat in a 
food product requires simple mathe- 
matics. For example, a name brand 
diet margarine has 50 calories per 
serving (1 tablespoon) and 6 grams of 
fat. Take the 6 grams of fat and multi- 
ply it by the allotted 9 calories per 
gram, and you get 54. Divide the 54 
by 50 (calories per serving) and you 
get 93 percent of the calories in that 
particular diet margarine coming 
-from fat. 

‘Another example is a name brand 


low-fat yogurt. There are 240 calories 


per serving (one cup) and 8 grams of 
fat. Take the 3 grams of fat and multi- 
ply it by 9 calories (the standard allot- 
ment of fat calories per gram) and you 
get 27. Take the 27 and divide that by 
the 240 calories; you find that 11 per- 
cent of the calories in this particular 
yogurt come from fat. 

It is not necessary for everything 
you eat to have no more than 80 per- 
cent fat in it. Sweenson recommends 
eating a balanced diet with few foods 
exceeding 30 percent fat. 

Marge Woodburn, department 
head of nutrition and food manage- 
ment at Oregon State University, 
said, “Generally you want to eat more 
fruits, vegetables and cereals and 
wee the percent of fat in the overall

Elder James E. Faust, a member 
of the Quorum of the Twelve Apos- 
tles of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, said in his 
keynote address at the Sidney B. 
Sperry Symposium Saturday morn- 
ing in the Joseph Smith Building 
that moving from the Old Testa- 
ment to the New Testament is like 
coming from the rigid formality of 
the letter of the law to the spirit. 

The New Testament is a better 
testament because. the intent of a 
person alone becomes part of the 
rightness or wrongness of human 
action. Our desire to do good will be 
at least one free-standing element of 
consideration of our actions, he said. 

Elder Faust said, “We are told we 
will be judged in part by the intent 
of our hearts,”(Doctrine and 
Covenants 88:109). 

The New Testament is a harder 
doctrine. In the old English common 
law, formality and rigidity devel- 
oped to the point where the law of 
equity was formed. The New Testa- 
ment goes further. In a large mea- 
sure we will be judged not only by 
what we have done, but by what we 
should have done in a given situa- 
tion, Elder Faust said. 

Elder Faust said there are six 
doctrines in the New Testament: 


people should be aware of. 

First, the New Testament re- 
quires a reconciliation of differ- 
ences. Second, in the New Testa- 
ment, swearing becomes completely 
prohibited. Third, the New Testa- 
ment suggests a new form and con- 
tent of prayer that is profoundly 
simple and uncomplicated. Fourth, 
the New.

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BYU's facilities for visually impaired helpful

The degrees of visual impairment 
‘at BYU are extreme. They range 
‘from those who cannot see well 
enough to read printed material to 
those with no vision, said TeriJensen, 
adviser for disabled student support. 

BYU has many facilities available 
to assist the visually impaired, which 
are coordinated through the Disabled 
Support Services. : 

Jensen said the goal of the Disabled 
Support Services is to “eliminate bar- 
riers which: might impede participa- 
tion by the physically disabled in the 
academic, social and spiritual experi- 
ence of Brigham Young University. 

“The students have preferred not 
‘to have a disabled students’ club or 
disabled student activities.” 

Instead, they are active in their 

‘wards, BY USA and other campus ac- 
tivities,” she said. 
: Jensen, who is visually impaired 
‘herself, said disabled students’ par- 
‘ticipation in campus activities is bene- 
ficial in many ways. 

“Tt keeps them from being isolated. 
‘It helps non-disabled people under- 
istand they are just plain folks,” she 
‘said. 

This interaction “increases the sen- 
‘sitivity and awareness of people and 
‘breaks down a lot of the stereotypes 
‘and misnomers” people have about 
ithe blind, Jensen said. 

' Among the facilities available for 
‘the students are study rooms at the 


library, which contain special equip- 
ment such as machines that magnify 
regular print, Braille typewriters and 
lockers for the students to store their 
books and equipment in, Jensen said. 

Volunteer reader services are also 
offered, she said. Any class materials 


that are not available on tape must be 
read to the student. 

Jensen said they have not had to 
pay readers for years because there 
are so many people willing to read as a 
service.

Julius Squeezer makes retribution 
by working at local haunted house

Clinging to each other, a small 
group of people walks cautiously into 
the dark room. There’s a hiss, multi- 
ple screams, and then once again the 
room is quiet. 

Looking satisfied and not at all 
humbled by the misdemeanor charge 
he has under his scales, Julius 
Squeezer slithers down from his 
owner’s arms and onto the floor. 

For 16 years, the 15-foot, 180- 
pound python had moved freely about 
in Marty Bone’s Salt Lake home. But 
the trouble began when Squéezex dis- 
eovered how to unlock doorglastsum- 
mer, said Joan Shipman, the advertis- 
ing manager of the haunted house 
where Squeezer works. 

He got out of the house and took to 
scaring local residents. This hap- 
pened many times before the police 
finally came and got him. They took 
Squeezer and locked him up in the 
“snake slammer,” Shipman said. 

Marty Bone, the snake’s owner, 
said he was not allowed to see 
Squeezer for 30 days. After going to 
court and receiving a class-B misde- 
meanor charge and a $1,000 fine, 
Squeezer and Bone were told they 
could work in a haunted house as re- 
tribution. 

But Bone doesn’t think he should be 
punished for a crime he didn’t com- 
mit. “He’s a big boy now. I should 
give hima Social Security’ Number 
and make him pay taxes,” Bone said. 

But even with this slight strain in 
their relationship, Bone still speaks 
highly of Squeezer. He’s really easy 
to take care of, he never chases the 
mailman and you never find hair in 
your soup, he said. 


Bone also said Squeezer is probably 
safer than most other pets because 
cold-blooded animals can’t transfer 
diseases to a warm-blooded human, 

Another advantage is Squeezer 
only eats once every six weeks, which 
makes him less expensive than other 
pets, he said. 

Bone raises his own rabbits and 
other small prey in order to satisfy 
Squeezer’s appetite. “I put the animal 
in the room with Squeezer, and 20 
minutes later it’s gone,” he said. 

But he has to be careful if he has 
other pets in the house. “One time he

ate my pet cat,” Bone said. 

Squeezer has a definite personal- 
ity, Bone said. “He’s very curious. He 
likes to make a mess and watch me 
clean it up.” 

Hally Richard, one of Squeezer’s 
neighbors, said Squeezer likes to 
watch people’s initial reactions to 
him. 

She said the first time she saw 
Squeezer he came up and wrapped 
himself around her legs.

counter Squeezer. Some run out of 
the room, others want to touch him, 
and some don’t even mind if he wraps 
himself around their necks. 

How a person reacts is not depen- 
dent on whether you are male or fe- 
male, Richard said. “A lot of times it’s 
the guys that are really afraid.” 

Bone said Squeezer also likes to 
climb trees and go swimming.

One time he even bit 
Bone’s waterbed and popped ‘it: “I 
punish him when'he deserves it,” he 
said. 

Richard said the main form of disci- 
pline is a quick hit with the fly swat- 
ter. Squeezer is not always easy to 
deal with. “Sometimes he gets mad at 
Marty.” 

In fact, occasionally it’s Marty’s 
will against Squeezer’s. “He chases 
me out of the house once in a while,” 
Bone said. 

Squeezer isn’t going to get any 
smaller. Bone said that he’s only half 
grown and could reach as much as 30 
feet long. 

“He’s just a teen-ager,” Bone said. 

The relationship Bone and 
Squeezer have developed over the 
last 16 years has created a sense of 
family. Bone said of the snake, “He’s 
my son.” 

Animals are smart, and they have 
their own reasons for existence. 
When you understand their meaning 
in life, it helps you understand your 
own, Bone said. Squeezer will be 
working at the Haunted Mansion in 
American Fork until after Hal- 
loween.

And although the LDS Church of- 
fers some books, such as manuals and 
scriptures for the blind, they don’t 
have the time to transcribe many pop- 
ular church books like those written 
by general authorities into Braille, 
she said. 

Having books on tape is good, but it 
is nice to be able to pick up a book and 
read. © 

She said she hopes to make books 
available that have never been acces- 
sible before. 

However, Barbie Tygesen, 21, aju- 
nior from West Valley majoring in 
music composition, said she prefers 
tapes because Braille books are ex- 
pensive at around $40 per book. 


Most of her textbooks are on special 


tapes, which allow eight times more 
material than a regular tape. 


Tygesen said the Church provides 
publications such as the Ensign on 


tape, and she was able to get her pa- 
triarchal blessing in Braille. 

Tygesen said when she was 
younger, everything was in Braille. 

But now, she uses braille very little 
because tapes are more available.

Blackwell said there is not the same 
sort of withdrawal from food as is as- 
sociated with alcohol withdrawal. 

Fred Bohman, former BYU profes- 
sor and author of “Outdoor Survival 
Skills,” said overeating is a form of 
oral gratification. 

“Many times it is a sign of depres- 
sion,” he said. 

An example he gave was “women 
with low self-egos often eat until they 
become obese, so they will never have 
to have a relationship with a man.” 

Bohman travels around the country 
giving eight-hour seminars on health 
and nutrition. 

Bohman said overeating must be 
conquered in the same steps as repen- 
tance. 

“First you have to recognize that 
you have the problem then sincerely 
want to change,” Bohman said. 

He said the Word of Wisdom, sub- 
scribed to by members of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
works very well with overeating. 

“It says moderation in all things,” 
Bohman said. “There are also bless- 
ings promised. It should be an indica- 
tor of where we are going.” 

Patty Noel, a housewife and 
mother of five children from Salt 
Lake City, said how much she eats 
and how she wants to look depend; a 
lot on whom she associates with.

of the opportunities BYU has to get } 


fit, Triplett said. 

“We are breeding a sedentary 
lifestyle, which encourages people to 
sit and study,” she said. 

Larry Jensen, a BYU professor of 
psychology, disagrees about stu- 
dents’ harmful lifestyles. “I never 
thought of them as hazardous.” Col- 
lege-aged youth are very resilient, he 
said. 

However, Jensen said if these 
habits become “an established life- 
time pattern,” it could be unhealthy. 

But changing unhealthy lifestyles 
is not easy. 

“The only thing we can do is edu- 
cate,” Triplett said 

“You can teach people as much as 
you want until you are blue in the 
face,” but they will not be healthy 
until they choose to do so, Triplett 
said. 

Jensen said, “Inevitably, they (stu- 
dents) will change.” 

Students who do have this un- 
healthy lifestyle can’t keep it up year 
after year, he said.

RLDS president visits Utah

Wallace B. Smith, president of the 
Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints and great- 
grandson of Joseph Smith Jr., spoke 
to the Salt Lake City Branch of the 
RLDS Church Sunday. 

Smith told tenibees of the RLDS 
Church, commonly called the Saints 
Church, to think of themselves as a 
people ‘with a mission. “If we are not 
on fire with the mission of the Saints 
Church, then let’s reorder our lives,” 
Smith said. 

Smith read the Mission Statement 
of the church, which says, among 
other things, that members should be 
disciples of Christ, witnesses of 
Christ and promote peace throughout 
the world. 

“A life reconciled to God brings as- 
surance to today and hope for tomor- 
row,” he said. 

Approximately 200 members and 
visitors attended the service, which 
was held on World Education Day. 
Smith commented on the special day 
by saying, “Education is the key to 
opportunity.” 

Elder Armand Wijckmans, mem- 
ber of the Saints Church, said the 
church is officially organized in 38 
countries and has a worldwide mem- 


bership of nearly a quarter ofa million 
people. It was organized April 6, 1860 
by Joseph Smith III, son of Joseph 
Smith Jr. 

Although the Saints Church and 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints share some history, the 
Book of Mormon, the Doctrine and 
Covenants and Joseph Smith Jr., 
they are two separate organizations 
with distinct beliefs and doctrines. 

Keith W. Perkins, professor of reli- 
gion at BYU, said the major differ- 
ences between the Saints church and 
the LDS Church are basically three- 
fold. 

First, while members of the LDS 
Church believe in and perform temple 
work and sacred temple ordinances, 
members of the Saints Church do 
not believe in temple work. 

Wijckmans said, “No secret ordi- 
nances are performed in the temple, 
everyone canenter.” Wijckmans was 
referring to the new RLDS temple, 
which is being built in Independence, 
Mo., and is scheduled to be completed 
and dedicated in 1993 

Second, members of the Saints 
Church believe Joseph Smith Jr. de- 
clared his son Joseph Smith III to be 
the next prophet after he died. 

Third, though not an issue now, is 
the doctrine of polygamy. When 
polygamy was instituted in the LDS 


Church, many other members fell 
away and later joined the Saints 


‘Church. 


Despite these and other differ- 
ences, both churches seem to be 
meeting with each other more than in 
times past. 

Wijckmans said Smith “toured the 
headquarters and visited with admin- 
istrative officers of the LDS Church 
= afternoon in Salt Lake City.”
